We sought to follow the American example of not speaking 
much, but working hard, and we had that example again, very 
vividly, during the Italian Campaign, when we were in the midst of 
U.S. units, particularly the 10th Armored division, here so well

The British Eighth Army consisted of Canadians, Australians, 
Polish, Jewish, French, and what have you. The United States only 
had United States Citizens. 

We went from Southern Italy up into the Appennine 
Mountains and all of ¢ 


sudden there came a group of soldiers 
from Brazil, all volunteers, a group that didn’t have to go there. 

We were in the mountains of the Appennines, north of 
Florence, before the Po River, before the Po Valley. The 10th 
Mountain Division was on the left, near Belvedere. I was with the 
Italian Mountain troops at that particular time. 

The Brazilians captured 20,000 Germans; I believe two 
Generals, 800 and some odd officers, and I don’t know how many 
German Soldiers. 

IT met the General of the 10th Battalion, that went across the 
Po Valley, and he went so fast that he was 10 miles ahead of the 
whole front, at that particular time. 

So we, in turn, my soldiers — I should tell you, gentlemen, 
that Twas very proud just to see them there and to know that we 
had someone else in the Western Hemisphere that would help in 
the Second World War, and it was Brazil. 

They understand quite a bit of Italian, these Brazilians. 
(Speaking in Italian.) 

(Applause.)

There were 500 who died there, many were wounded, and I think 
we should have a toast to the veterans of Brazil that fought in Italy.

In accordance with the Rules & Regulations of the 
Company, Paragraph 305, I hereby submit to the Company the 
final report of the Military Support Committee for the year 
1984-1985. It is with a feeling of regret and also with a sense of 
pride that I acknowledge the completion of our tour of duty for 
this year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE PERMANENT FUND 


In accordance with Regulation #397, the Board of Trustees of 
the Permanent Fund submit the attached report of their transac- 
tions for the Fiscal Year 1 June 1983 through 31 May 1984, The 
rule currently reads that this report be made on the second Mon- 
day in June. It is utterly impossible to submit an accurate and true 
report at that time because we do not have final figures until the 
middle of June. At the proper time, the Trustees are going to sub- 
mit a proposal for a change in Rule #397. 

It should be noted that there was a decrease in earnings for 
the year. The year 1982-1983 produced earnings of $56,151.24 
and the year 1983-1984 showed earnings of $50,705.73, a drop of 
$5,445.51. The primary reasons for this are as follows: 1) the Clair 
Moran lawsuit ($19,045.17) and Legal Fees (Walsh $7,786.00) 
totaling to $26, 831.17. Applying our average earnings rate for the 
year of .122 percent shows a drop of $3,273.40; and 2) interest 
rates fell and that factor affected our income. 
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The Trustees are anticipating a decided increase in dividends and 
an increase in interest. It is our belief that the results to be reported for 
the current year should be one showing a creditable improvement.

This event is the one hundredth commemoration of the par- 
ticipation of the Company as Honorary Escort to the President 
of the United States on the occasion of the dedication of the 
Washington Monument on Saturday, the twenty-first day of 
February 1885. President Chester Alan Arthur was a member of 
the company having been enrolled on 12 October 1882. 

From the AW®HAC record of 19-23 February 1885: 

On the nineteenth day of February 1885, the Ancicnt anc 
Honorable Artillery Company made an excursion to Washington 
to attend the dedication of the Washington Monument. The 
Company numbered one hundred and seventy men, and was 
accompanied by the Salem Cadet Band. Arrangements had been 
made to go by the Fall River route, but, on account of ice in New 


York harbor, the route was changed and cars were taken by way ol 
Springfield. The members lunched in the armory at six o'clock 
p-m., and at seven o'clock the infantry formed in the upper hall 
and the artillery in the lower. The Company was then formed on 
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South Market Street and proceeded thence to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad station. The streets were brilliantly illuminated by 
and great 


colored fires as the Company passed over the route 


enthusiasm was manifested by the citizens generally. The train 
arrived in New York city at forty minutes past four o'clock on the 
morning of 20 February. Day had just began to dawn, the ther- 
mometer was close to zero, and a keen, searching wind prevailed. 
The Company proceeded thence to Jersey City, by Courtlandt 
Street ferry, where breakfast was obtained, and then, boarding a 
special train, the Company proceeded to Washington, D.C. The 
city was reached in the middle of the afternoon, and the 
Company immediately left the train, formed in line, and proceed- 
ed thence to Willard’s Hotel, where headquarters were estab- 
lished during the stay of the Company. 

After dinner, the members strolled according to their own 
wish, many calling upon the Hon. John D. Long (1881). The 
Salem Cadet Band gave a concert in the rotunda of the hotel, 
which greatly delighted the large number of persons present. 
Later, the Company formed at the hotel, and at half past nine 
o'clock p.m., headed by the Salem Cadet Band, proceeded to the 
White House, where it had been tendered a reception by 
President Arthur (1852). On arrival at the entrance to the White 
House, the broad doors were thrown open and the Company in 
cohunns of twos, preceded by the band, passed into the great East 
Room, which was brilliantly illuminated. Every member of the 
Company appeared in full-dress uniform, and the variegated uni- 
forms of the infantry, standing out in bold relief against the dark 


blue and scarlet of the artillery, presented a spectacle such as was 
never seen in the White House, according to the testimony of 
some of the oldest attaches. When all was in readiness, President 
Arthur (1882), accompanied by United States Marshal McMichael 
and Major Ben: Perley Poore (1848) entered, the trumpeters 
sounding “The President's March.” The corps saluted the 
President, which he gracefully acknowledged. The commissioned 
officers were then presented to the President by Major Poore 
(1848), after which the members of the Company marched in file 
by the President, and each was 


in turn pleas greeted by him. 
During the reception, the band played, “The President’s March,” 
and Jean Missud, the leader, was personally congratulated by the 


President upon its performance. The Company then visited the 
conservatories, the Blue Room, and other rooms in the Executive 
Mansion, during which time the band played several popular 
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selections. The hotel was reached at half past ten o’clock p.m., 
and the Company was dismissed. 

The Company breakfasted early on Saturday morning: at 
about nine o’clock the line was formed, and the Company leaving 
the hotel marched past the Riggs House, where a marching salute 
was paid to Goy. Robinson, of Massachusetts. Thence the 
Company proceeded to its place in the grand procession. In Gen. 
Philip H. Sheridan's orders, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company was assigned as honorary escort to the President of the 
United States. The extreme cold made the duty of the day very 
hard, “it being so cold that the wind instruments were frozen.” 
The exercises at the monument having been concluded, the pro-

Street to the new State, War, and Navy department buildings, anc 
thence in front of the Executive Mansion, through Fifteenth 
Street to Pennsylvania Avenue. The procession was reviewed by 
the President from the platform in front of the Capitol, and by 
Gen. Sheridan from the opposite side of the street. The Artillery 
Company, in their new overcoats, presented a very solid appear- 
ance, and were highly complimented when Gen. Sheridan said 
that “they appeared to better advantage than the regulars in their 
march by the reviewing stand.” The Artillery Company returned 
immediately to the hotel. 

The exercises of dedication were held in the hall of the Touse

On arrival 
at Jersey City the Company, by the annex boat, was transferred to 
the steamer “Bristol.” on which the Company proceeded to Fall 
River, and thence by rail to Boston. On arrival the Company 
marched directly to the armory where it was dismissed, after one 
of the most memorable trips ever enjoyed by its members.

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HISTORY OF THE 
SOCIETY OF PAST COMMANDERS 


The Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusctts 
was held at the Parker House, Boston, on 8 May 1890. 

Mr. A. Shuman, a member of the Anniversary Committee, 
proposed the following motion, and after some discussion it was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The Committee on the Two Hundred and Viftieth 
Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, for the purpose of continuing 
their pleasant and friendly associations as members of that 
Committee, to cherish and keep alive whatever is, and has 
been of interest in that memorable Celebration, and to give 
their influence and assistance to any good work for the welfare 
and advancement of the Company; agree to form themselves 
into a Club to be known as the — 15 Club.”

Captain Edward EF. Allen was Chairman of the Committee. 
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The Club met annually and other than a few simple rules, 
there were no Bylaws. Motions regulating the Organization, how- 
ever, have been made at various mectings. Ata special meeting on 
15 May 1973, Bylaws were adopted. 

At the annual meeting, 1} February 1916, the name of the 
Club was changed from the “15 Club” to the “Past Commanders 
Association of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” At 
the annual meeting, 12 March 1938, the name was changed to 
“The Society of Past Commanders, Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
ery Company.” At the annual meeting, 15 September 1973, by 
amendment of the newly adopted Bylaws, the name was changed 
to the “Society of Past Commanders of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts.” 

Captain Fred E. Bolton was the last member to join the “15 


Club” and was the last surviving member at the time of his death 
in October L938, 


Since the organization, 8 May 1890 there have been but six 
Secretaries, Goloncl Sidney M. Hedges, elected Permanent Secre- 
tary, served from T890 to L922: Captain Thomas H. Ratigan from 
1925 to 1933: Brigadier General Henry D, Cormerais from 1933 
to 1953; Lieutenant Colonel Fred K. Rogers from 1953 to 1959; 
Captain Frank G. Volpe from 1959 to 1974, and Major General I. 
Jerome O'Connor from 1974 to date. 

There have been but seven Treasurers, Mr. A. Shuman, elect- 
ed Permanent Treasurer, served from 1890 to 1894; Captain 
Fotder from 1894 to 1933: Major Lionel G. H. Palmer from 1933 
to 1938: Captain Justin A. Duncan from 1988 to 1958; Colonel 
Raymond F. Rauscher from 1958 to 1959: Colonel Augustus J. 
Migell from 1959 to 1976, and Colonel Walter T. Anzoni from 
1976 to date.

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VETERANS DAY SERVICES 
11 November 1984 


On 11 November 1984, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
31st Annual Veterans Day Ceremonies were held at the State 
House in the Hall of Flags. Captain Sylvester A. Ray was unable to 
attend the signing of the Proclamation proclaiming Veterans Day, 
which was held in the Governor’s office. Ceremonies held in the 
Hall of Flags were attended by the Captain. 


VETERANS DAY— HOW IT WAS NAMED 
“A Soldier Known But to God” 

In 1921, an American soldier his name “known but to 
God”— was buried on a Virginia hillside overlooking the Potomac 
River and the city of Washington. The Arlington National 
Cemetery burial site of this unknown World War I soldier became 
the personification of dignity and reverence for America’s veter- 


ans. 

Similar ceremonies occurred earlier in England and France, 
where an “unknown soldier” was buried in each nation’s highest 
place of honor (in England, Wesuninster Abbey; in France, the Arc 
de Triomphe). 

These memorial gestures all took place on November 11, giv- 
ing universal recognition to the celebrated ending of World War I 
hostilities at 1] a.m., November 11, 1918 (the 11th hour of the 
llth day of the 11th month). This day became known as 
“Armistice Day.” 

Armistice Day officially received its name in America in 1926 
through a Congressional resolution. It became a national holiday 
12 years later by similar Congressional action. 

If the idealistic hope had been realized that World War I was 
“The War to end all wars,” November 11 might still be called 
Armistice Day. But shortly after the holiday was proclaimed, World 
War II broke out in Europe and shattered the dream. Sixteen and 
one-half million Americans took part. Four hundred and six thou- 
sand died. The families and friends of these dead longed for a way 
to honor their memory. 
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“To Honor Veterans of All Wars” 
An answer to the dilemma of how to pay tribute to those who 
had served in this latest, great war came in a proposal made by 
Representative Edwin K. Rees of Kansas: Change Armistice Day to 


Veterans Day, and make this an occasion to honor those who have 


served America in all wars. 

President Eisenhower, in 1954, signed the bill proclaiming 
November 11 as Veterans Day, and he called for Americans every- 
where to rededicate themselves to the cause of peace. 


CELEBRATION OF PAUL REVERE’S 250TH BIRTHDAY 
Old North Church, Boston, MA 
28 December 1984 


On 28 December 1984 Colonel Sylvester A. Ray, Captain Com- 
manding, led a detail of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts to the Old North Church to partici- 
pate in the celebration of Paul Revere’s 250th Birthday. Our 
Comrades served as ushers to the invited guests and public. The 
Ancient Color Guard performed splendidly its presentation of the 
Colors. 

The speakers included Rev. Golledge, Rector of the Old 
North Church, a great great grandson of Paul Revere, and Ray- 
mond L. Flynn, Mayor of the City of Boston. The speeches and 
the music provided by the church chorus were inspiring. 

This event was shown on television and the Ancients received 
great publicity.

A champagne reception was held on 13 February 1985 in 
Faneuil Hall to honor the founder of Norwich University in 1819, 
Alden Partridge. He has been recognized by the United States 
Postal Service with a commemorative stamp issued 12 February 
1985 in Northfield, Vermont, home of Norwich University. Issuing 


of the stamp recognizes the 200th anniversary of Partridge’s birth 
in Norwich, Vermont in 1785. 

Partridge is widely known as the educational innovator 
responsible for inaugurating the education of citizen-soldicrs on 
the campus of Norwich University.

SERMON 

“Soldiers, sailors and airmen of the Allied Expeditionary force, 
you are about to embark upon a great crusade toward which we have 
striven many months. The eyes of the world are upon you, The hopes 
and prayers of liberty loving people everywhere march with you.” 

You will remember these words spoken by the Supreme Allied 
Commander, Dwight D. Eisenhower, forty years ago this weck. 

On 5 June 1944, storm winds with gale force swept acre 
proposed sea path of the Allied Invasion of Europe. The greatest 


ss the 


armada of ships and landing craft in history was assembled num- 
bering over six thousand vessels. The weather had forced all plans 
to be put on hold. 

In the carly hours of the morning of 6 Junc, General 
Fisenhower met with his staff at Southwick House in Portsmith, 
The weather officer predicted a short break in the storm. Several 
minutes of silence passed. Then, [ke stood and announced, “OLR. 
We'll go!” 
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These words initiated the long awaited adyance against Hitler's 
Atlantic Wall. On D Day, “the longest day” of the war, five Allied 
Divisions mounted an offense that was to reclaim world peace. 
Twenty-five hundred Americans were to give their lives in the 
assault on Omaha Beach. 

This week, countless persons will visit the cemetery in 
Normandy, Veterans and family members will weep in the viewing 
386 Crosses and Stars of David. Also 
present to commemorate that momentous day of forty years ago 
will be President Reagan, Queen Elizabeth H, Premier Trudeau, 
President Mitterand, and the reigning monarchs of Belgium and 
the Netherlands. Regardless of rank, station or nationality, remem-

brance will be an assault today on one’s memories and emotions. 
For those of us who returned from combat in that Second 
World War, the white crosses in the national cemeteries in 
Normandy and in the Punch Bowl are not mere monuments or 
markers. Individually, they have names and faces. They represent 
our fellow shipmate and airmen, our buddies who did 


und sailor 
not come back to the homecoming parades, and the G.I. Bill, to 
marriage and the raising of families. But their lives are still vivid in 
our memories. We recall their nicknames, their stories of growing 
s. To us, they are not for- 


up in Nebraska or Texas, and their pran 
gotten, 

The Crusade in Europe marked the beginning of the end of 
the thousand year German Reich. It united the Allies not only in 
combined arms to crush the Nazi machine, but it was the overture 
of a stronger free world— one that would eventuate not only in 
the NATO defenses, but in a common economic market. 

It also marked the end of what we now term a “limited war.” No 
longer can we limit the threat of aggression only on one front. The 
new concepts of the “balance of power” lead us into the more com- 
plex issues determining the use of that power. And the old moral 
question of “the just war" has a new relevance ina Nuclear Age. 

Shortly after D Day came the introduction of a massive 
weapon. Walking behind a bulldozer through the rubble of 
Hiroshima, the memories of Atomic destruction are as indelibly 
etched upon my mind as the shadow of an individual burned upon 
the steps of the city hall. The mushroom cloud over Hiroshima 
symbolized a cloud of terror over all mankind. The words 
inscribed over a gas oven in Dachau ring as a universal proclama- 


tion, “Never Again!” 
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However, in the past forty years, we have twice seen the cold 
war turn hot. In Korea, and in Vietnam. Those of you who visited 
Pan Mon Jom in our field tour last fall know that conditions along 
the 38th parallel are still quite warm. 

Last week, our nation went through the long awaited grief for 
the conflict that ended eleven years ago. We brought home the 
body of an unknown. We laid him to rest in the nation’s capital, 
and buried him in Arlington Cemetery with unknown veterans 
from other wars. Our Commander in Chief awarded him the high- 
est military honor. And those who came in faded fatigues and in 
wheelchairs wept. 

When the Vietnam memorial was dedicated in Washington 
D.C, some eighteen months ago, I went at night, and looked for 
those whom I buried from my parish. The State Chaplain from 
Connecticut, who served as a chaplain in Vietnam, took his note- 
book recording those whom he buried in South East Asia. One by 
one, he found their names, touched the inscription, and said a 
prayer. 

Yesterday, the Sunday after the Ascension, in the Gospel of 
John, we heard the final prayer of our Lord in communion with 
the Father. Jesus prayed, “I have manifested thy Name to the men 
whom thou has given to me out of the world. Thine they were, and 
thou gavest them to me. I am praying for them, and I am glorified 
in them.” 

For the Christian, we not only remember those who have given 
their lives for freedom and peace. WE COMMEND THEM TO 
THE LORD. We ask that light perpetual shine upon their eternal 
souls. 

In the words of President Reagan, as he committed the life of 
the unknown to eternal rest, “Thank you dear son, and may God 
cradle you in his loving arms.” 

Let us never be ashamed in the remembrances of our fallen 
comrades. Let us always be proud of their courage and their sacri- 
fices. Let us ever invoke our heavenly Father to “Cradle them in 
his loving arms.” Amen.

Colonel Ray took this company to Brazil and now receives the 
tide of a member of the Brazilian Veteran’s Association. 

And, to the new commander, Captain Joseph S. Loughman, I 
present your beret. I know that you will probably take the Ancients 
to Europe next year, but we hope you return to Brazil soon. 

My friend, General Clair, fought with me in Italy while he was 
with the 10th Mountain Division during World War II. 

We met again in Brazil, last fall, and today we have reminisced 
about our war experiences once again. 

Iam honored to present to him this beret of the Brazilian 
Veterans’ Association. 

This is the land in which people don’t lose much time. That 
was attested to by the Minutemen who were ready on short notice. 
Therefore, I will not waste too much of your time. 

I would like to request that you be seated, gentlemen, so that I 
can speak with more comfort and not be worried about you stand- 
ing. 

I was in this country 43 years ago, training at Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds in Jackson, Mississippi, prior to going to Italy. 
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During the war, | commanded the Brazilian Mechanized 
Reconnaissance Squadron of the Expeditionary Force. During 
World War II, Brazil fought in Italy with 25,000 men, where we had 
the privilege of fighting with the U.S. Army Fourth Corps. 

And, in the Fifth Army, fighting along side the 34th Division of 
the Fifth Army, I think that we made a contribution which was use- 
ful for the Allied Cause. 

Captain Ray took the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company to Rio de Janeiro last fall and, on this occasion, I would 
very much have liked to have brought an equivalent contingent up 
here to Boston for this memorable gathering. That not being pos- 
sible, Lam here representing my colleagues. 

T have heard about many of the characteristics of the City of 
Boston and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. One of them is a 
similarity with a tradition in our own country. You have your 
Boston Baked Beans; we have our Brazilian black beans. 

Boston and Rio de Janeiro have much in common, their natu- 
ral beauty, as well as the hospitality extended to the visitors. 

I have always believed in the alliance of our peoples and, in 
today’s world, it is essential that those who believe in the same 
causes and principles should remain steadfast in their friendship. 

On the occasion of the visit to Rio last year, we presented to 
this organization the award of the medal of our veteran's organiza- 
tion, as well as some other memorabilia, to manifest the esteem in 
which we hold you. 

In 1942 and °43, I had my first contact with the American mili- 
tary men while stationed in Recife. 

Now present in this country and in this city, I have the honor 
of bringing to you the assurance of our friendship and the fact 
that you may remain confident that we will remain allies. 
(Applause.) 

In view of the progress of the United States, Iam sure that the 
Minutemen today would be called the Secondmen, in view of their 
rapidity of action. 

From the bottom of my heart, I thank you for this opportunity 
of being here, which I se a tribute, not to me, personally, but to 
the Brazilian war veterans and to the Federated Republic of Brazil.

My good friend, Captain Ray, outgoing and incoming officers, 
distinguished guests, members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts: ; 

As we say in Brazil, many thanks for the privilege of being here 
tonight. , ; 


Itis particularly gratifying for this old Bay Stater froin Taunton 
to achieve a dream of my childhood in a Portuguese immigrant 
household. That dream was to meet one of the Ancients. 

Tread about you in the papers when Twas a kid in ‘Taunton. 
Once, T even saw you parade. To me, vou were seven foot tall 
giants to be held in awe. 


Perhaps influenced by your dashing uniforms and patriotic 


fervor, T spent four years in the Taunton Tigh School Corps of 


Cadets. World War IE sent me into the Army, where I remained for 
nearly 33 years. 
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It wasn’t until September 30th of last year that childhood 
dream met up with adult reality, and I finally had the privilege of 
spending ten wonderful days with 229 Ancients. 

As T played my modest role in the memorable event of your 
347th Fall Ficld Day Tour of Duty, my satisfaction grew at every 
turn from the knowledge that your efforts were having such a pro- 
found impact on Brazil—U.S. relations. 

Some organizations look good only on their home grounds. 
Others shine only away from their base. You, gentlemen, are over- 
whelningly popular and respected in the Bay State and a smash- 
ing success abroad as well. (Applause.) 

We men of arms learn early to recognize events which deserve 
being remembered, and to salute those who participated in them. 
You earned the lasting respect and friendship of scores of 
Brazilians. Thanks to your thoughtfulness and generosity an awful 
lot of Brazilians had unique opportunities and experiences, as well 
as a chance to be at center stage, 

The luncheon that you offered at the Rio Palace Hotel, follow- 
ing mass on September 80th, was such an example. Many humble 
enlisted veterans of the Expeditionary Force and several of that 
force’s nurses’ contingent entered the five star Rio Palace Hotel 
for the first time in their lives. 

None of them ever expected to partake of such a splendid 
feast in the cordial and hospitable environment which you provid- 
ed for your guests. 


T have heard at least a dozen sentimental and even emotional 
expressions of fond recall of that day. 

The Ancients will never be forgotten by the Church of the 
Resurrection, where you attended Sunday mass. A subsequent visit 
by me with the Monsignor revealed the startling statement that 
your gencrosity at the mass’s collection had exceeded the total col- 
lection for all masses during the previous 15 months. 

Who will ever forget the stirring formation of Ancients, veter- 
ans from Brazil and five Allied nations, and the outstanding First 
Army Band, as we marched under a brilliant sun from Fort 
Copacabana to the church? Hundreds of beachgoers stopped to 


applaud warmly, others took pictures, and many gave the thumbs 
up sign. 


Not everyone was pleased, though. As you remember, the 
International Socialist movement was installed at the Rio Palace, 
with its Willy Brandts, and others. The assembled Socialists stared 
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in disbelief at the display of uniforms, the flags, the ringing martial 
music, and the public acclaim. 

The timing couldn’t have been better, and your Brazilian mili- 
tary hosts were absolutely thrilled that sheer coincidence provided 
them with an extraordinary opportunity to show their true colors. 

Even though your visit to Brazil was not for political reasons, it 
had a definite political impact. 

While on the subject of the Rio Palace Hotel, let me tell you 
about the humble little shoeshine boy who received a five dollar 
bill from Syl Ray on each of the ten days of your stay here. That lad 
now commands three other shoeshine boys with the capital he 
accumulated. 

He also has a set of new false teeth, which Syl paid for. 

Those Americans in Rio who expected wild and raucous 
behavior from you were disappointed. You had a good time, but 
your demeanor was 
uct and not your primary goal. Even in the privacy of the hotel, 


-mplary because fun was mercly a byprod- 


you acted with great dignity. 

A friend of mine, who heads up the Rio trash collection 
department, gave me a reading of the things his crews picked up 
during those ten days. There was a considerable increase in empty 
booze bottles, beer cans, and cigarette and cigar butts. He assures 
me, however, that the dozen or so ladies panties came from rooms 
occupied by the Socialists. (Applause.) 

Within the last three months, I have been in the homes of 
senior Brazilians who displayed their mementos from the Ancients 
with pride. The handsome Revere bowls occupy prominent places 
in the residences of the First Army Commander, the Commander 
of the 8th Military Region, the Commander of the Division 
Artillery in southern Brazil, the Controller of the Army, the 
Commander of the 30th Field Artillery Battalion. 

And last Friday night in New York, I had a long talk with my 
dear friend, General Vernon A. Walters, the new U.S. Ambassador 
to the United Nations, and he asked me to tell you that the Revere 
bowl he received in 1965 is on prominent display in his quarters. 

Your Company’s symbols are present at the office of the 
Commander of Fort Copacabana, the Monument to the World 


War II dead, the Expeditionary Force Museum, and the office of 


the Mayor of Rio de Janeiro. 

You came to Brazil at a time of transition. Change has been 
painful, not because of resistance, but because of the untimely 
death of the President-elect. Fortunately, the democratic process 
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had generated a full head of steam, and the country found others 
who were qualified to speak and act with full authority. 

Brazil looms larger each day in terms of the U.S. national 
interests. We need Brazil in pursuit of world order, better hemi- 
spheric relations, and economic opportunity. As the world’s cighth 
largest market economy, Brazil is one of the few bright spots on the 
international spectrum. 

As we take a panoramic view of the globe, we encounter dis- 
unity and suspicion among some of our allies in Western Europe, 
economic upheaval and repression in the Eastern Bloc, war in the 
Middle East, uncertainty in China, doubts among such previously 
reliable allies as New Zealand, imperialism and war in Southeast 
Asia, hunger, terrorism, and general instability in Africa, popula- 
tion pressures, provocations, and social tensions in Mexico, a 
Soviet puppet in Cuba, and another flowering in Nicaragua, sub- 
version in other Central American countries, and a blend of mis- 
chief, mismanagement, and social pressures in most of South 
America. 

Despite its recent wave of strikes, public debt, high population, 
regional imbalances, and urban pressures, Brazil has come a long 
way in a few months. I would have called anyone nuts if, five years 
ago, I had been told that the federal government would react 
calmly and with a spirit of conciliation in the face of over forty 
major strikes occurring simultaneously a few weeks ago. 

Well, gentlemen, the new Republic of Brazil did that, and 
more. The current president has shown the courage and wisdom 
to change things. National prioritic 
resources redistributed. Organizations and bureaucracy are chang- 


are being reordered and 


ing. Also, with the advent of coordination, strict budgeting and 
accountability now exist. 

The new leadership has built credibility among the population 
and convinced the people that it means business. 

Despite its impressive gains, major obstacles still hamper the 
consolidation of the country into a truly prosperous nation. But 
Brazil has an abundance of intelligent and talented people, ready 
to face up to the economic issues of debt, finance, foreign invest- 
ment, trade, the transfer of technology, and the exercise of respon- 
sible international roles. 


Iam confident that U.S. policies will continue to reflect an 
awareness that the two giants of this hemisphere constitute a bul- 
wark of democracy, with prosperous market economies. 
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Brazil may not vote with us in the U.N. every time we wish, 
and they may not always do things as we would like. But, it is our 
friend. 

Brazilians like our type of free government, and they like the 
ways of a free economy. 

As the world’s largest Catholic country, Brazil is firmly com- 
mitted to western values. 

If my comments about the success of your visit to Rio haven't 
been totally persuasive, let me conclude by reading the following 
letter. This letter is dated, “Brasilia, 16 May 1985,” and is addressed 
to “Colonel Sylvester A. Ray, Captain Commanding, Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company.” 

“Dear Colonel Ray: 

“First of all, let me tell you how sorry I was to have missed 
being present at the many outstanding activities connected with 
your 347th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty in Rio de Janeiro. Judging 
from all accounts, my absence from the country deprived me of 
the pleasure of sharing the pride that so many of my American 
and Brazilian friends felt as a result of the sparkling manner in 
which your organization conducted itself. 


“You and your associates may be certain that your visit here 
was a total success and contributed significantly to the consolida- 
tion of the friendship and mutual respect which are the traditional 
and essential ingredients in the relationship between the two great 
nations. 

“In doing so much that is so positive in such a short period of 
ume, you made the American diplomatic mission's task easier, 
while bringing enormous credit upon yourselves as American citi- 


zens, upon the military profession, the Company, the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the City of Boston, and the 
United States of America.
